Mass Pessimism 


Returning home for a brief vacation, United States Ambassador Dawes 
at London, England, describes the present economic situation as one in which 
the peoples of the world are suffering from “mass pessimism.” 


What Ambassador Dawes says is unquestionably true, but before the 
prevailing pessimism became general the world was suffering from a condi- 
tion which as it became intensified resulted in this ‘mass pessimism” which 
he deplores and which now has a crippling effect on all efforts to improve 
conditions 

Without going too far afield, we find that conditions in Western Canada 
this year are such as to induce pessimism. Thousands of farmers and their 
families are in dire straits because of widespread drouth conditions resulting 
not only in crop failures but in lack of water and pasturage for live stock. | 
No crop in sight for 1931 and added expense in caring for livestock, follow- 
ing as they do upon a short crop or none at all last year, and prices below 
the cost of producing what may have been produced, have created an acute, | 
a desperate situation for a large section of our population. And the result- 
ant stagnation in agriculture, with an absolute cancellation of purchasing 
power, has reacted adversely upon all business with the result that unem- 
ployment has become intensified in all urban centres. | 

Such is the situation and it would be the height of folly to attempt to 
deny it or seek to minimize or ignore it. Such a situation breeds pessimism, | 
first among those who, even when everything is bright and encouraging, | 
always look upon the dark side of any picture, those who seem to be natural, 
born croakers and fault-finders. But just as it only requires right condi- | 
tions for bacteria to multiply and spread, or for some malignant disease to 
develop into an epidemic, so these habitual pessimists infect others not usual- 


ly so inclined but who because of their difficulties and losses are susceptible. | 


Mass pessimism is the result. 

Yet it is uncalled for. It is utterly futile. It accomplishes nothing but 
to make the individual more downhearted and miserable than he or she 
would otherwise be, and to frighten and discourage others who might other- 


wise continue on the even tenor of their way, helpful factors in the en- | 


couragement of many and in the dissipation of the prevailing gloom. 

In time of war there is no one thing which gives a wise general more) 
concern than the maintenance of the morale of the rank and file of his 
army. Let morale be broken and lost and the best drilled and equipped 
army in the world becomes a mob. Instead of being a threat to the enemy, 
it becomes a menace to itself. 
retreat sometimes. It meets reverses, temporary though they may be. It ts! 
then that morale must be maintained, when it requires to be pitched higher 
than ever in the confident hope and expectation of the crowning victory to 
come. It is only so that victory will come. 

There is just as truly a morale in economics, and it is in times of 
depression, crop failures, falling markets, unemployment, that it must be 
maintained, not only by the generals and captains but by the rank and file if 
the nation {s not to suffer irretrievable loss and possibly go down to defeat. 

It is the duty of people in their own best interests to curb their pessi- 
mism. We do not say they should minimize present difficulties, because they | 
should be frankly faced and efforts made to overcome them, but they should 
not be magnified. Nor should difficulties and troubles be imagined where 
they do not exist. 

We do not believe people can pull themselves up by their boot straps, 
but we do believe they can refrain from stepping into quagmires. They can 
keep their feet on firm ground and not supinely slip into a slough of despond. | 
And now is the time to do it. | 

What is this mass psychology anyway? It is simply a lack of individ- 
uality on the part of the many. A man stands on a street corner gazing up, 
at nothing at all and soon he is surrounded by a crowd craning their necks_ 
looking at exactly the same thing. A man says times are hard and the one) 
to whom he says it, even though he be better off than ever before, dolefully 
shakes his head, buttons up his pockets, repeats the same story, and thus 
helps to make times hard when he would be the gainer by adopting exactly 
the opposite course and thus help to improve conditions. 

Be an individual. Be yourself. Stand out from and away from the 
mass. Think and act with hope in your heart and an eye to the future, By 
so doing you will not be making conditions harder, you will not be discour- 
aging others; on the contrary, you will find your own burden lightened, your 
own outlook improved, your courage renewed.

Wheat Grading 
By Artificial Light’ 


Would 


Eliminate Expensive Delays 
Caused By Dull Weather 

Because of the vagaries of old sol 
and the differences in the quality of 
natural illumination which he sends 
down on western Canada between 
Fort William and Vancouver, scien- 
tists in the National Research Lab- 
oratories at Ottawa, have been seek- 
ing an artificial substitute for natural 
light to be used in grading Canada’s 
grain crop. In a report just prepared | 
by Dr. D. C. Rose, on the experi- 
ments conducted, it is stated that 
“without doubt artificial lighting can 
be used in a satisfactory manner.” 

Lighting units devised in the Otta- 
wa Laboratories are now being test-! 
ed in the inspection office at Winni- 
peg. If they are found practicable it 
{s believed that differences in grading 
between inspection offices will be re- 
duced to a minimum and expensive 
delays caused by dull weather elimin- 
ated. It will be possible to grade 
grain throughout the twenty-fours of 
the day. 

“One of the main objections,” says 
Dr. Rose, “and probably the only real 
objection to it, is psychological. Many 
individuals who are used to outdoor 
life and working under natural light 
find some discomfort in working in 
closed rooms using artificial light. A 
grain inspector's training with natur- 
al light has been so long and rigorous 
that a sudden change may cause real 
or imagined discomfort. This should 
be overcome to a large extent by 
keeping the inspection room as pleas- 
ant as possible, well and uniformly 
illuminated, well ventilated and, of 
course, at comfortable temperatures. 
Quite likely a considerable preference 
for artificial light would develop in 
inspectors who used it for some time. 
Many individuals who do a great deal: 
of close work much prefer artificial 
light to daylight owing to its greater 
steadiness and the ease in locating 
the light where it is wanted.” 

Inspectors of the Board of Grain 
Commissioners at the various inspec- 
tion offices compare thousands of 
samples of grain with standard 
grades established each grain year. 
Every carload and every shipload is 
graded. 


Strength Of British Navy 


Submarine Menace and Convoy 
Weakened Effectiveness Towards 
End Of Hostilities 

That the British fleet towards the 
end of the Great War was so busy 
fighting the submarine menace, so 
occupied in providing convoys, that it 
was doubtful whether it could then 
meet the German high seas fleet even 
on terms of equality, is one of the ar- 
resting statements in the final vol- 
ume of the official history of naval 
operations of the Great War, publish- 
ed recently. 

The assertion came from Admiral 
of the Fleet, Earl Beatty. Towards 
the close of the war, Earl Beatty told 
the naval conference it was no longer 
desirable to provoke a fleet action 
such as the Battle of Jutland, even if 
the opportunity occurred. Such large 


contingents of the British naval 
forces were absorbed in the anti- 
submarine campaign, Earl Beatty 


told the naval chiefs, that he could 
no longer be certain of meeting the 
German ficet even on terms of equal- 
ity, much less of superiority on the 
Brit‘sh side.

Everybody knows 
Smithfield, but féw people have seen 
the great market at work. 
thousand tons of meat and poultry 
are unloaded at Smithfield every 
week, and it is all brought to the 
market, sold, and removed to five 
thousand butchers’ shops while Lon- 
don sleeps. 


Smithfield market covers 10 acres. | 


In it there are two miles, of shop 


fronts and they have 15 miles of dis-| 


play rails on which ineat of every 
description is hung. Real work be- 
gins at midnight. Then come hun- 
dreds of lorries rumbling through the 
streets from docks and railway de- 
pots. Smithfield, ablaze with light, 
is waiting for them. They know 
their places. Soon they are stand- 
ing, with their backs to the pave- 
ment, in an immense fringe of lorries 
round the market, and the 1,600 por- 
ters fall upon them in organized 
ranks. The porters wear quaint caps 
which are a sort of combination of a 
cricket cap and a jockey's cap. Like 
their long white smocks, the caps are 
spotlessly white. 

When all the meat is conveyed to 
the shops and exhibtied for sale the 
butchers begin to arrive 
streets which, though there is no sign 
of dawn, are as busy as Regent 
Street on a summer afternoon. A 
blaze of light shines through the win- 
dows of the taverns, a rattle of cups 
comes from the teashops, the cloth- 
ier’s where the porters get their caps 
and smocks is open, and a tobaccon- 
ist stands at the door of his shop 
looking up at the stars. 


Stalin a Gocd Compromiser 


Takes One Step Back Instead Of Two 
Advised By Lenin 

In Moscow the iron-willed but sup- 
ple-witted dictator, Josef Stalin, 
went back recently to the maxim of 
Lenin: ‘Advance three steps, retreat 
two, net gain one!” 

Lenin's shrewdest retreat was his 


“Nep" (“New Economic Policy"), re-| 


marks the magazine ‘'Time.” Hav- 
ing found out that the state mono- 
polies could not supply fast enough 
the goods which were absolutely de- 


manded, Lenin retreated two steps in’ 


1921 by admitting to Russia private, 
capitalistic traders nicknamed ‘“Nep- 
men.” 

Two years after Lenin's death 
Stalin took three steps forward by 
abolishing Nep and stamping out 
Nepmen. He has now taken one step 
back and permitted correspondents 
to announce as blatantly as they like 
an experiment he has tried out quiet- 
ly for some time in various parts of 
Russia; the state Nep. 

It works this way: Side by side 
stand a state “trust” store and a 
state ‘Nep" store. A workman with 
a card entitling him to buy a pair 
of shoes can get them at the state 
trust store by standing in line all 
day, or, if the store has no shoes by 
waiting several weeks until shoes ar- 
rive. At the state Nep store, how- 
ever, anyone can buy a pair of shoes 
instantly, with or without a card, but 
at a very high price. 

To have restored the private Nep- 
man (who also gave quick service 
at high prices) would have been to 
take two steps back. Stalin has tak- 
en one,

Larvae Of Green Bottle Fly Has 
Remarkable Healing Properties 
Physicians attending the 82nd an- 

nual session of the American Medical 

Association, at Philadelphia, were 

told that the larvae of the common! 

green bottle fly has remarkable heal- 
ing properties for bone infections. 

Credit for this discovery, said to 
be one of the most thrilling in the 
annals of medical history, is given 
to the late Dr. William S. Baer, form- 
ery clinical professor of orthopedic 
surgery at John Hopkins, 

Realization that flies have a defi- 
nite place of usefulness in medical 
science can be traced back to a shell 
hole on the western front during the 
World War. 

After a week of heavy bombard- 
ment by German artillery, Dr. Baer, 
who was attached to an American 
medical unit, brought two wounded 
infantrymen to an advanced station. 

Both men had lain in mud for seven 
days and their shattered legs were

despite the presence of the maggots, 
it was noted that their wounds healed 
faster than those of other patients.
